Allred, Texas attorney general, re-

Allred was asked what

As a result,, the department of 
agriculture said today the farm 
exports index reached its highest 
point for any June since- 1928, be- 
ing 72 .per cent of the average ex- 
port* for the pre-war period, 1909 
to 19H. 
The heavy cotton exports con- 
trasted with exports for other com- 
modities which reached a new low 
monthly record, being only 45 per 
cent of thep re-war rate.

Wind Velocity High. 
Captain McCauley estimated that

'Several new channels were.be- 
lieved to have been cut through 
the island by the raging waters. 


On Brazos Island, where some 25 
vacationists -were marooned at the 
resort, Del Mar/ several buildings' 
could be seen- still standing this 
morning.

Nlgtot of Terror. 
As citizens picked their way 
through the tangle of roofs, tree 
limps 'and other wreckage caused 


- by (he blow, many stories of tho 
night of terror came to light. 


A party of 13 men, 11 of whom 
had been on Brazos Island when 


- the storm started inland, spent 
the night in a small sedan sur- 
rounded by water on the main- 
land opposite the island. 
Five of the 11 who were on the 
island were from San Benlto and 
the rest were Mexican laborers. 
When the wind began getting 
high, the men decided that they 
had better make for the mainland, 
but the water tushed in so fast 
they feared to try the road to 
safety. 
Two soldiers from Fort Brown 
were rushed to a spot opposite 
'where the men were stranded and 
rigged up a life line on a tele- 
phone pole. 
Grasping the line, 


tho eleven worked their way to 
the mainland. 
The water was 
then rushing In fast and they

The storm this morning 
was 
blowing itself out in the barren 
stretches between the border ana 
the mountains. 


• 
Heavy Rains Expected. 


When- the rain-laden winds crash 
against 
the mountains 
around 
-Monterrey, -they are expected to 
dump their moisture on the water- 
sheds of several streams. 


On4 of these, the San Juan riv- 
er, flows 'into the Rio Grande, 
ahl a rise in this stream would 
bring on a flood menace for this 
section. 


The storm began to go inland 


about 5 o'clock Friday afternoon. 
All day long Valley residents had 
watched the barometer sink slow- 
ly. Rain soualls swept the section 
at intervals and the wind was out 
of the northeast—a storm indica- 
tion. 


About noon the barometers be- 
gan to drop at Harlingen and 
Raymondville and it was believed 
the storm was going inland around 
there. Th« wind then was only 
about 35 miles an hour. 


Barometer Drops Rapidly. 


Then the Coast Guard station 
at Point Isabel reported the ba- 
rometer was dropping there. It 
began to steadily 
decline ana 


around 5 o'clock was hovering 
around 29.00. 


At the height of the storm- 
about 7 
o'clock—the 
barometer 
there* fell to 28.96. 


The storm reached Its peak be- 
tween 6:30 and 7:30 and about 
8:30 began to wane. 
W. J. Schnurbusch, weather ob- 


server here, estimated that 
the 
exact center of the storm passed 
inland about 10 to 15 miles south 
of Brawnsvllle, in a sparsely In- 
habited section of Mexico. 
The maximum velocity of the 
wind at Brownsville was 78 miles 
an hour. At San Benito it reach- 
ed 65 miles an hour and at Mer- 
cedes 50 to 55. 


An inch and a half of rain fell 
generally over the valley. 


BROWNSVILLE, Aug. 5.—(flV- 
wreckage of damaged homes and 
buildings littered the countryside, 
highways and city streets in the 
lower Rio Grande Valley today as 
residents began a careful check to 
determine if there were injuries 
or loss of life from the tropical 
hurricane which lashed the lower 
valley last night. 


Port Isabel and Brownsville, at 
the mouth of the Rio Grande, 
were directly in the path of the 
storm, which swept inland from 
the Gulf at. a velocity of nearly 80 
miles an hour, blew for two hours, 
then veered • suddenly and lunged 
southward into Mexico. 


The principal concern was felt 


for 26 or 30 persons marooned 
in Col. Sam Robertson's Del Mar 
hotel, on Brazos Island and fcr 10 
or 12 Coast Guardsmen at the 
government station on Padre Is- 
land. 
Communication with - both 
islands was severed late yesterday 
when the gales reached a force of 
70 miles an hour and heavy seas 
inundated the greater portion of 
both islands—two long, narrow 
sand bars which 'rise a few feet 
above sea level and stretch 
for 
miles along the coast. 


Damage Widespread. 
Scarcely a building in Port Isa- 
bel escaped damage. Most of the 
buildings there were of frame con- 
struction and their wreckage clut- 
tered the 
streets. 
Brownsville, 
likewise, was hit heavily, trees be- 
ing stripped of their limbs, roofs 
of houses and buldlngs torn away 
and light and power lines blown 
down. The city remained in dark- 
ness all night, although telephone 
and telegraph lines to the outside 
world remained intact. 


Tha barometer here dropped to 


29.00 at 8 p. m., then started ris- 
ing slowly, although the gradually 
diminishing gale blew most of tha 
night. 


Inland, Rio Hondo and Harlin- 
gen reported no damage of conse- 
quence to buildings, although 
it 
remained for a careful survey to 
reveal the damgage to the cotton 
crop and to citrus orchards, heav- 
ily laden with a bumper crop ex- 
pected to total 12,000 to 15,000 car- 
loads.

Citrus Urop Damaged. 
BROWNSVILLE, Aug. 5.—(*)— 
Damage to the Lower Rio Grande 
valley citrus crop from tha gulf 
storm, which swept inland at this 
point last night, today was es- 
timated at .five per cent of the 
total crop by Ralph Buell, manag- 
ing editor of the 
Brownsville 
Herald. 


Buell made a survey of the ter- 
ritory north of the Missouri Pa- 
cific railroad from Harlingen' to 
Mission. 
The area covered Is 42 
miles long and comprised about 
three-fourths of the valley's cit- 
rus "groves. 


The citrus lands East of Edin- 
burg suffered .little or no dam- 
age, Buell reported.

COMMISSION HELD EXISTING 
RATES WERE NOW SHOWN 


TO BE UNREASONABLE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 


—(fP)—The 
interstate com- 


merce commission today re 
fused to grant a general re 
duction in railroad freight 
rates. 


The commission held thai 


existing freight rates am 
charges, in the aggregate, "are BO 
shown to be unreasonable." 
The action was on a petition 
filed several months ago by the 
National Grange, American Farm 
Bureau Federation, Farmers Co- 
operative Union, National Coal as 
sociation and the National Lum 
berman's association. 
Other or 
ganlzatlons later joined In the re 
quest. 
The petition was part of a cam 
palgn by basic Industries to bring 
freight rates' down to what they 
regarded as the general level o 
prices. 
It asserted all other costs of do- 
ing business had come down, bu 
that freight rates remained at thi 
prosperity level. 
On the other hand, the railroads 
asserted, if rates were 
slashe< 
many of them could not mee 
their Interest and rental payments 
and some would be 
forced 
to 
bankruptcy. 
The roads contended that even 
with the freight bill surcharges 
authorized by the commission in 
October, • 1931, many carriers had 
been unable to meet their obliga 
tions 
The commlslson today said thi 
present rate level was not depress- 
ing the volume of traffic or bus! 
ness of the country as a whole 
and that "general rate reduction 
would not stimulate the aggregate 
volume of traffic by railroad ex 
cept so far as they would tend to 
recover 
traffic 
from 
competing 
forms of transportation."

CONFIDENCE TEXAS TO 


SENIOR TEXAS SENATOR AD 
DRESSED AUDIENCE HERE 


ON FRIDAY NIGHT 


Expressing a 
steadfast confl 
dence that the people of Texa 
would not vote to nullify the pro; 
ress made in human welfare inth 
past 13 years and that theywoul 
be the first of IS states who woiil 
make impossible the repeal of th 
Eighteenth 
amendment, 
Unite 
States Senator 
Morris Sbeppar 
continued his whirlwind campalg 
against repeal with an address o 
the court house lawn Friday t 
the voters of Navarro county. De 
egatlona were present from almos 
all of the counties in the Sixf 
congressional district, 
F. P. McElwrath presided at th 
meeting, and the invocation wa 
given by Dr. John W. Bergln, pas- 
tor of the First Methodist church 
R. L. Ferguson, secretary of th 
dry forces of Texas, was the firs 
speaker of the evening and toi 
the people that they should forgo 
all their defeatist ideals, and real 
ize that they were engaged in th 
greatest moral battle in the pas 
century and one that they coul 
win if they would fight and no 
sit idly about. 


He declared that the drys coulc 
win by a 100,000 majority In Tex 
as if they would vote, and go t 
work instead of talking about be 
ing defeated. 
He declared tha 
the metropolitan press, the radio 
and the picture shows were closei 
to the dry forces. He divided th 
rank of the voters Into three class 
es, the out and out drys, the ou 
and out wets, and those who wer 
undecided. 
Mr. Ferguson closei 
with the declaration that the vo 
ters could make Texas the firs 
state to stand for right and fo 
the supremacy of moral principle 
if the drys would work. 


Hugh Campbell of Dallas de 
clared that there are times when 
It was ignoble to be silent, an 
that the time had arrived, an< 
continued by urging the people o 
Navarro county to adopt such slo 
gans as "Bread Not Booze," "No 
Repeal," and the "Eagle Neve 
Files Backward,' and continue thi 
drive. 


Introduced By Kerr. 
S. M. Kerr, Corslcana attorney

Senator Sheppard declared that 
a vote for repeal would be a re- 
treat from .the greatest beneficlent 
measure ever put on the statute 
books, and would be a vote to 
abandon- the efforts of 13 years 
that have resulted in the saving 
of 200,000'lives annually, a decline 
of two-thirds In the consumption 
of liquor, an admission that tho 
liquor forces were stronger than 
the 
federal government; under 


prohibition he said that there had 
been a decrease in the number of 
children reported to welfare agen- 
cies of 64 per cent, a large decline 
In the number of hospitals 
and 
sanitariums for alcoholic victims, 
JO per cent less arrests foe prosti- 
tution, a gain of 30 per cent In the 
mortality rate of one-year-old in- 
anta, and 42 per cent gain in chil- 
dren under five years of age, and 
unprecedented increase in 
the 
number of savings accounts and 
life Insurance policies. 
He declared that the liquor in- 
terests had won 20 states but that 
:hey had to win 16 more, < while 
!he dry forces had to win but 13 
to stand squarely behind the con- 
stitution of the United States. He 
declared that a vote for beer was 
a vote to replace dynamite on the 
ilghways and in the factories, and 
nor the return of poverty and mor- 
al degeneration. 


No State Would Remain Dry. 
The senator said that no dry 
state could remain dry if the dry 
moorings were swept away, be- 
cause of the increased transporta- 
ion facilities, 
which 
prevented 
these states remaining dry in the 
days before prohibition. 
He declared that instead of hav- 
ing the bootlegger and speakesy 
as exists today, that the open sa- 
loon would be added to these two. 
He declared that every method of 
regulating the liquor traffic had 
been tried and each had failed 
miserably Is the days before 1920 
and that the only way to handle 
the liquor issue was to prohibit it 
entirely. He declared that It was 
the failure 'of the states to be able 
to enforce prohibition that caused 
national prohibition. 
Senator Sheppard charged that 
a group of millionaires were back- 
ing the repeal movement and that 
their purpose on the public rec- 
ords was avowed to be the escape 
from the heavy Income and cor- 
poration taxes which their im- 
mense wealth 
and 
investments 


cause them to pay justly now. He 
said that they were willing to shift 
this just tax burden onto the mass- 
es of the people even at the risk 
of producing a nation of drunk- 
ards,
